She sent 
‘orth two of her Sisters to tramp the streets of New 
York and visit the brickyards along the Hudson, 
“athering alms, which served not only to feed the 
Sisters, but to pay for the publication and mailing of 
tHE Lamp with its Church Unity message, as very 
‘ew, indeed, of the Anglican Clergy, who received 
sTatultous copies, were well enough disposed to sub- 


scribe to it. Graymoor’s Church Unity message in 
those days was most unwelcome. The only Clergy to 
subscribe to THE Lamp were the Priests of the Catho- 
lic Church and certain of the Bishops. Even among 
the layfolk of the Episcopal Church, hardly a cor- 
poral’s guard were actually enlisted in THE Lamp 
Army, now numbering tens of thousands. How 
Mother Lurana and her Sisters managed to do it was 
almost as wonderful as the feats accomplished by the 
slave of Aladdin’s lamp. 

The leading Editorial in the first number of THE 
Lamp, on the Feast of Candlemas, 1903, is 
headed: 


issued 


Ut Omnes Unum SINT 
and runs as follows: 

“To make more plain the mission of THE Lamp and 
that it may never depart from its original aim until the 
goal is reached and the prize is won, the Saviour’s 
words, ‘Ut Omnes Unum Sint, will be printed as the 
headline of every page.” 

To this very day every page of THE Lamp, except 
those which display the title of departments, carries at 
its top in Latin the prayer of Our Lord: “That All May 
Be One,” and it was the hand of Mother Lurana which 
originally placed it there. 

If there was any disposition in subsequent years on 
the part of the Editor to turn aside in the pages of THE 
Lamp from that original purpose of its publication, the 
keen eye of the Mother Foundress was quick to detect 
the deflection of the Editorial pen and her voice in 
protest and exhortation was swift to recall the Editor 
to full obedience to the Divine call that had come to 
him at the Archdeaconry meeting, “Let your light so 
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shine” through the medium of THe Lamp that men 
may see clearly the path of Church Unity and pursue 
it even unto the fulfillment of the words of the Good 
Shepherd, “Other Sheep I have which are not of this 
Fold; them also I must bring and they will hear My 
Voice and there shall be One Fold and One Shepherd.” 


From 1903 until the Corporate Reception of the 
Society of the Atonement into the Catholic Church in 
1909, the life of Lurana Mary Francis was that of a 
religious recluse. Yet during all that time her mind 
and heart were centered in THE Lamp as giving expres- 
sion to the Good Shepherd’s call to the ‘Other Sheep” 
to return from their wanderings and to find harborage 
for their souls in the Fold of Peter. It is, therefore, 
in the pages of THE Lamp we find the record of what 
she did in promoting the cause of Catholic Unity. 
“They that shall be of thee 
Shall build the old waste 
places and thou shalt raise 
up the Foundations of 
many generations and thou 
Shalt be called the Re- 
pairer of the Breach, the 
restorer of paths to dwell 
in.” (Isaias lviii.-12). 

While Our Lord was 
carrying on His public 
ministry and preaching in 
the villages, towns and 
cities of Galilee and Judea, 
the holy Virgin, His 
Mother, was in retirement; 
yet all the while she was 
cooperating as Our Lady 
of the Atonement with the 
witness of Jesus, and was 
destined to be proclaimed 
from the Cross by the 
Saviour of Mankind the 
Mother of the Redeemed. 
By making it possible for 
THE Lamp to be published, 
and, in the retirement of the 
convent, cooperating with 
the Editor in publishing it, 
Lurana Mary Francis was 
destined to become the 
Mother not only of the 
daughters but also the 
sons of the Atonement 
Institute. 

Prior to the union of the 
Society of the Atonement with the Father of Chri 
dom, the Successor of St. Peter, it had little power of 
propagating the Children of the Atonement, but it was

The mortal remains of the young martyred priest 
have been brought home to Maryknoll to rest beside 
the venerated founders of the American Foreign Mis- 
sion Society, Father Thomas Price and Most Rev. 
James A. Walsh. The poignant circumstances of the 
young Priest-Martyr’s death called for an exception to 
the rule of his Order, that missionary Priests be buried 
where they fall. 

The late Father Gerard A. Donovan was born Octo- 
ber 14th, 1904, in Pittsburgh. He was graduated from 
St. Peter’s school in McKeesport, and from the Mary- 
knoll College in Scranton. He received the degrees of 
Bachelor of Sacred Theology and of Canon Law at the 
Catholic University, Washington, D.C. Father Donovan 
was ordained to the priesthood on June 17th, 1928, by 
the late Bishop Dunn of New York City. He taught 
for a short period at Maryknoll College in Scranton, 
and departed for China in July, 1931. Two of his 
brothers are also Maryknoll priests, Father Thomas R. 
Donovan in South China and Father Joseph S. Dono- 
van at the Maryknoll Seminary.

THERESA AS A WITNESS TO THE 
TRUTH 


THE Maip oF KONNERSREUTH 
HAS BEEN FOR TWELVE YEARS A 
WITNESS TO THE PASSION AND 
DEATH OF THE DIVINE SAVIOUR, 
NOT OF HER OWN DELIBERATE CHOICE

A skeptical world has been at its 
wits end to give a natural explana- 
tion to the stigmatization of Theresa 
Neumann and of what happens to 
her on Thursday night, Friday, and 
Saturday during the major portion 
of the year, but when summoned 
before the tribunal of a devout intel- 
ligence all these explanations are 
convicted in the court of reason as 
being unsatisfactory, untrue and 
even absurd. 

First comes the accusation of 
fraud. “Theresa Neumann practices 
deception upon a credulous public!” 

Countless thousands from every 
part of the world, including Car- 
dinals, Bishops, Priests, Professors, 
men of Science, Physicians as well 
as common-folk, have been eye- 
witnesses to the bleeding wounds of 
head, hands, feet and side Friday 
after Friday, when the Passion 
phenomena of Our Lord on the 
Cross are reproduced in the body 
of Theresa Neumann, and these 
have testified with one voice that 
the theory of deception is untenable.

We must here recall Theresa’s 
own description of how she received 
the wounds or stigmata of Christ in 
order to refute the theory of auto- 
suggestion. It was during Lent, 
1926. So far from producing these 
wounds within her body by mental 
concentration upon the wounds of 
Christ Crucified, accompanied by 
the desire that these wounds might 
be reproduced in her own body, 
which would constitute auto-sugges- 
tion, Theresa Neumann says of this 
period: “During the whole of Lent, 
I could scarcely pray, not even the 
Way of the Cross.” 

She was at this time experienc- 
ing severe pain in the head, caused 
by an ulcer in her ear, consequently 
there could have been no supreme 
concentration of the mind that 
would by the theory of auto-sug- 
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gestion reproduce in her 
wounds of the Crucified.

Unfortunately the 
character of most of the leaders 
was such as to foredoom this result to failure. 

“There was a loose agglomeration of men, most of 
whom served, to say the very least, no useful purpose, 
and amongst them not one outstanding of high and 
strong character with the poise and sagacity indispens- 
able for the work they had undertaken and the cour- 
ageous force to impose wise measures. A few were 
well-intentioned, but not forceful enough to prevail 
against the evil elements. They exercised a slight 
moderating influence at first, but it did not last long 
and they have been submerged by the Communistic 
current and swept away.

They could not understand the 
meaning, or the implications, of a separation of 
church and State, and when the new republic, though 
announcing the formation of a State with a free 
Church, nevertheless was not content to disestablish 
and despoil the only Church the people knew, but pro- 
ceeded to tear to pieces what was left of it, and every- 
thing connected with it, they became more and more be- 
wildered. Their confusion was such that even good 
Catholics began wonderingly to speak of divorce hav- 
ing been legalized, not realizing that republican laws 
on this point, given the explicit separation of the 
Church from the State, could in no way whatsoever 
affect their ecclesiastical status as members of the 
Catholic Communion. 

“On this state of mind the poison of Communism, 
already for a long time widespread, took a renewed 
hold.

Epitor’s Note: The article which follows has been 
issued as Leaflet No. 2, 1938, by the English Church 
National Committee for the Observance of the Church 
Unity Octave. Any Catholic theologian might be 
justly proud to have written it. 


The rebellion of our first parents against God broke 
the bond of love and loyalty between Man and His 
Maker; that is the chief and immeasurable tragedy of 
it. But that tragedy bore within it another tragedy, 
lesser indeed but more immediately apparent to the 
eye of the natural man. It is a tragedy that looms so 
large today before a distracted and apprehensive 
world that it threatens to shut out from the view the 
larger tragedy of which it is only a part. 

For the disobedience of Adam not only severed the 
bond between Man and God; it 
also severed the bond that bound 
man to his fellowman. Sin not 
only impaired the communion be- 
tween God and man; it shattered 
the unity of the family and of 
the human race. The sin of 
Adam against God bore its

A Littte CaTECHISM CONCERNING THE THIRD ORDER 


1. What is the manner of life observed by Fran- 
ciscan Secular Tertiaries? 


They are obliged: 


(a) to wear the small scapular and cord, unless 
excused by illness or some grave reason. 

(b) to avoid worldliness in dress and to cultivate 
simplicity in their way of living. 

(c) to shun dangerous plays and unseemly dances. 
(d) to practise frugality at table, to say grace be- 
fore and after meals, and to fast on the vigils of 
St. Francis and the Immaculate Conception of Our 
Lady. 

(e) to receive the Holy Sacraments at least once 
monthly; to say twelve Paters, Aves, and Glorias 
daily.

(g) to cultivate charity and love of peace and to 
refrain from unkind and injurious words.

This holy patriarch of 
Assisi was not content to form a new mode of clois- 
tered life for both sexes: his love-inspired heart em- 
braced all the world and gave to Christians of every 
social position the rule of his Third Order. Its obser- 
vance is s® easy and its spirit so signally adapted to 
the renewal of faith and virtue, that I, when Bishop 
of Perugia, carefully fostered the Third Order of St. 
Francis in my diocese. And now I intend to continue 
its propagation. I will as soon as opportunity offers 
ane this institution to all the Bishops of the 
world, admonishing them to form fraternities of this 
Order i in their dioceses and to establish them in their 
parishes.” The Franciscan Tertiaries secular are truly 
an order because they have a rule of life approved by 
the Holy See, a novitiate, a distinctive habit, and a 
prescribed formula of profession.

Epitor’s Foreworp: The Catholic Mission at Nan- 
gina in Equatorial Africa under the direction ot Father 
Peter Coenen, has long had the support of our Union- 
That-Nothing-Be-Lost members. We are asking you 
now to read the letter which follows trom Father 
Coenen, that most apostolic Missionary of the Mill Hill

It is said in the Book of Daniel that “they who turn 
many to justice shall shine as the stars in the Kingdom 
of Heaven" and Our Lord exhorted us in the Sermon 
on the Mount to “lay up treasure in heaven, where 
neither moth nor rust doth corrupt and thieves do not 
break through and Steal.’

Our Lord once 
said: “What doth it profit a man to gain the whole 
world and suffer the loss of his soul?” From this we 
gather that one immortal soul is worth more than the 
whole world. 

We know of no place where a small investment of 
money could ransom more souls than in Nangina 
Mission. Father Coenen has already converted thou- 
sands and there are thousands more waiting for instruc- 
tion by the Catechists under his charge. These 
Catechists can be supported for only two dollars a 
month and every one of them ought to be able to save 
perhaps a dozen souls a year, bringing them to Holy 
Baptism. Now, if you supply the money to support 
the missionary, then you are laying up treasure in 
heaven at a tremendous rate. We recommend it to you 
as one of the finest investments for laying up treasure 
in the Bank of Paradise. 


“My most sincere thanks to you Very Reverend 
Father for your generous contributions,” writes Father 
Coenen. ‘‘My grateful missionary heart will never be 
able to repay your consideration. 

“On account of the many expenses—providing the 
necessities of life for the three priests in Nangina now, 
the ordinary daily expenses for manual labor, teaching, 
for catechists and education, I am still unable to lay 
much aside in order to pay off my outstanding debt on 
the Convent and Sisters’ Chapel. Economizing in 
every way I have reduced the debt a little but it is 
still about $800 which I should have paid off last year. 
But for you and the God-loving souls of THe Lamp 
readers my debt would have increased instead of 
diminished. Hence my gratitude and indebtedness to- 
wards you is immense and cannot be expressed in 
words. 

“But alas! my financial troubles still worry me very 
badly. Naturally a great deal of it is due to the 
fact of our Bishop being unable to give us any 
mission grant such as we used to get every year. It is 
due to our poverty-stricken Vicariate that our spiritual 
work as well has been handicapped so badly. At 
present I am working my diocese-like district with only 
68 Catechists to whom I pay the small sum of $3.00 


na tes omer - 
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yearly for their Gov- 
ernment tax, and to 13 
of my very best Cate- 
chists only $2.00 every 
month. The pay is too 
ridiculous for words, 
but thanks be to God 
our Christians are still 
willing to help me 
spread our holy Faith 
in their own country 
with this unreasonable 
material remuneration. 
Surely Our Lord will 
bless these few abun- 
dantly for their gratui- 
tous help, indeed $3.00 
yearly and even $2.00 
monthly cannot  pos- 
sibly be called a wage 
or salary for the daily 
teaching of the catechism to heathens eager to embrace 
our holy religion. Every Christian must admire our 
Catechists for it, but what am I going to do if they 
come to me in order to buy food, clothing, and other 
necessities of life, providing for their women and chil- 
dren, which they cannot possibly do with only $2.00 
monthly and certainly not with the $3.00 a year which 
is only ‘ust sufficient to pay the yearly Government tax. 

“Two years ago I had 280 Catechists and really 
they were and are badly needed. They are indispens- 
able cooperators in our great cause, without them our 
religion cannot possibly spread into the African bush. 
Without them too, Protestantism, better equipped, will 
spoil our work and Mohammedanism will destroy all 
of it. It is sad indeed, but with my heavy debt I can 
not do better than at present unless this debt is cleared.

jective, the rescue of Chinese infants, is growing in 
momentum. 

Sr. Mary Richard of the Loting Orphanage in 
Kwangtung, in a recent letter to Graymoor, says that 
“no less than two thousand pagan babies have found 
their way to us during 1937,” and Sr. Clementia, at St. 
Joseph's Hospital in Tsinan, tells us quite graphically 
of conditions in the following letter to our Very Rev. 
Editor: 

Dear Father General: 

We received your check and many, many thanks for 
your generosity. The babies will be named as you 
requested, probably sometime this week. 

Our Sisters continue to make daily visits to the huts 
of the poor. Since war, floods and famine have been 
the portion of the people here and in the surrounding 
territory, infant mortality has increased. Therefore, 
the opportunity of saving souls for Christ is greater 
than formerly. The work that we can do among the 
poor is enormous in quantity and the possibilities would 
be still greater, if we had more help and more funds. 
Therefore, we are grateful for all contributions no 
matter how small. 

On December 28th, Tsinanfu was taken over by 
lapanese troops. We are now under Japanese control. 
Thanking you again for your kind assistance and 
humbly asking your priestly blessing, I am,

dren than would be possible 

by marrying. There were 
old-fashioned Catholic families where the sons and 
daughters numbered anywhere from ten to fifteen, but 
such families nowadays are very rare. However, it 
is no uncommon thing tor a Religious Priest or a 
Religious Nun to convert hundreds to Christ. Our 
Sisters of the Atonement labored for ten years in 
a mission in the Bronx and during that time they 
brought to Baptism, Confirmation and Holy Commun- 
ion as many as four thousand children and adults. 
Four Sisters, laboring in the Cathedral parish ot 
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Ogdensburg, in three years’ time brought about the con- 
version and Baptism ot one hundred and fifty adults, 
to say nothing of their work among the children. It 
has been prophesied for the Society of the Atonement 
that the Friars and Sisters are destined to save millions 
of souls and we believe the prophecy will be fulfilled. 
For most of our Rosarians it is now too late to enter 
Religion and perhaps a majority of those of you who 
are married, have gone beyond the age limit when you 
can bring forth any more children through the matri- 
monial process. And what about those among you 
who are destined to pass the balance of your days on 
earth in the state of bachelordom or maidenhood? Is 
THERE NO WAY BY WHICH YOU CAN PROPAGATE THE 
FAItH AND INCREASE AND MULTIPLY THE CHILDREN OF 
THE ATONEMENT? Jam sure there is! If you will but 
consecrate yourself to God, use your Rosary diligently 
and ask Our Lord or Our Lady of the Atonement to 
show you how you can make converts, bring little ones 
to Christ in Holy Baptism, or bring back those that 
have fallen away from the practice of their religion as 
lost sheep to God. Unite yourself with the Holy Ghost 
and the Sacred Heart of Our Divine Redeemer, resolve 
to fulfill the Rule of the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost 
to waste nothing—neither time, talent, substance or op- 
portunity for the greater glory of God, the good of your 
neighbor and the salvation of souls. And beyond doubt 
God will somehow make the balance of your days on 
earth fruitful in begetting and bringing forth sons and 
daughters unto God, not directly perhaps, but indirectly. 

Remember John Reid of Waterbury, First Member of 
the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost and Most Perfect Ob- 
server of the U. N. B. L. Rule. He spent all his days 
in Waterbury, Conn. He did not marry, neither did he 
go in person to be a missionary in the Field Afar, but 
by his hard-earned savings of a lifetime he built St. 
John’s Missionary College on the Mount of the Atone- 
ment and he helped the missionaries in India and many 
other places at home and abroad to carry on their work. 
Thus, indirectly but none the less really, did he fulfill 
the Divine Command: increase and multiply and fill the 
earth with the predestined citizens of heaven, the 
Children of the Atonement. 

Permit me, in conclusion, to suggest some practical 
ways by which you can make the balance of your life 
fruitful in the increase of God's elect—not only sub- 
scribe yourself to THe Lamp, the organ of the Union- 
That-Nothing-Be-Lost, and THE CANDLE, the organ of 
the Rosary League of Our Lady of the Atonement, but 
beg your neighbors to subscribe. Every new recruit 
that you make for the Lamp Army is a potential mis- 
sionary, a future contributor to the Union-That-Noth- 
ing-Be-Lost and a supporter both of the Friars and 
Sisters of the Atonement in their glorious work for the 
conversion of souls. Follow in the footsteps of John 
Reid by spending the minimum upon self, that you may 
have the maximum to give to God. Promote the 
Rosary League by telling your neighbors about it and 
perhaps forming in your parish a band of ten or more 
members of which you, yourselt, will be the Promoter, 
and arrange for a meeting, reciting the Rosary together 
at least once a month, perhaps oftener, either in the 
church betore Our Lady's altar, or in your own or the 
home of one of the members.
